In another letter she said: "Am sorry I cannot give you any 
information about the WHEADONS. Aunt Agnes wrote me years ago that 
Uncle Jimmy came from New Jersey.” 


"My father’s line I covered back to 1360, which informed me of the 
prominence of the Brisbane and Arthur families. If Tom was con- 
nected with me on both sides, I'd be glad to share this information 
with him.
